CARL VITZ 
By Charles H. Compton 


In writing this sketch of Carl Vitz _ spontan- 
eously there came to my mind these lines from Sir 
Walter Scott: 


Oh; Young Lochinvar is come out of the west 

There never was a knight like the young Lochinvar 

The py ary age of Vitz at the New York State 
Library School in Albany in October, 1906, was not as 
dramatic and certainly not as romantic as that of 

ung Lochinvar at the scene of his adventure. 

lowever, like Lochinvar, he certainly made an im- 
— on his fellow students of dash, go and youth- 
ul enthusiasm. Vitz, who was twenty-three at that 
time, became a page at the Cleveland Public Library 
when he was fifteen. He continued to work for the 
Library part time while he was in high school and in 
Adelbert College from which he uated with the 
A. B. degree in 1904 (Phi Beta Kappa). He ae 
ated from Western Reserve University Library School 
in 1905, the youngest member in its first class of 17 
women and 3 men. He worked in the Cleveland 
Public Library the following year before entering the 
New York State Library School. I was in Albany at 
the time working in the Y.M.C.A. Library, however, 


I had many contacts with Vitz during the year. A 





friendship came into peing then which has become 
warmer and closer during the nearly fifty years which 
have intervened. I have enjoyed his keen sense of 
humor. 

The qualities which have made Vitz pre-eminent in 
his profession were evident at this early date. He was 
thorough, enthusiastic, friendly, tactful, resourceful, 
well read and already extremely well informed on 
library administration. His capacity for leadership 
was also evident. He took the top position of the 
graduates in June, 1907. After his graduation he went 
to Washington, D. C., Public Library as Assistant to 
Dr. George F. Bowerman, the Librarian, at a salary of 
$1,500 a year which in those years was something 
magnificent. There he organized and headed the 
Library’s useful arts department. Vitz had a pro- 
found admiration for Dr. Bowerman as an administra- 
tor in an exceptionally difficult position, and this 
brought out one of his most admirable qualities, his 
complete loyalty to his chief. 

From Washington Vitz went in 1909 to be Assistant 
to the Director of the New York State Library, James 
I. Wyer. He again was fortunate in his chief. He con- 
tinued in this position until 1912. This was the period 
when the book collection of the New York State 
Library was almost completely destroyed by fire. The 
reports of the Director for 1911 and 1912 give vivid 
accounts of the fire which occurred on March 29, 1911, 
resulting in the loss of 500,000 books and 300,000 
manuscripts, probably the most destructive fire in any 
library in modern times. The following quotation 
from the 1911 report illustrates what Vitz with others 
encountered following the fire: 

In saving books and manuscripts for the State 

Library, work of the utmost discomfort and danger 
was cheerfully and zealously done by the men of the 
Library staff, who endured cold, wet and smoke for 
of health, hours, and actual personal 


others, for two weeks did the work of laborers, which 
no one else had the requisite knowledge of books and 
locations to do so well or at all. 


The New York State Legislature appropriated 
$1,250,000 for replacements as far as possible of the 
book collection to be expended in five years. Vitz, 
being in charge of the Order tment at the time, 
initiated the purchase of books for the new collection. 
In 1912 Vitz became Second Vice Librarian of the 
Cleveland Public Library, and in 1919 he was pro- 
moted to Vice Librarian and served in that position 
from 1919 to 1922. : i 
Special mention should be made of his services as 
Chairman of the Legislative Committee of the Ohio 
Library Association for the years 1922-1933, and 
1935-1937, and as President of the Association 1933- 
1934. In my opinion Vitzin his knowledge of methods 
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of approaching a governor and members of legislature 
and putting legislation over is a master. His publica- 
tion “Working with a islature”’ published in 1933 
I have found most helpful. His s tions, of 
course, come from many years of working with the 
Ohio Legislature. The excellent Ohio Library Laws 
are largely due to his own statesmanlike efforts. 

My own most intimate contacts with Vitz came 
when I was President of the American Library Asso- 
ciation 1934-1935 and when he was President 1944- 
1945. In my presidency Vitz was g member of the 
Federal Relations Committee. A full account is 
given in ‘My Memories of a Librarian” of the fight 
which was made to obtain federal aid for libraries, and 
reference is made to the valuable assistance rendered 
by Mr. Vitz. During this time my admiration 
steadily grew for his good judgment, common sense 
and ability to express himself clearly and lucidly. To 
meet the attack that was made on federal aid at the 
time Vitz was asked to prepare an answer to the 
various arguments against it. He produced what I 
consider the best statement which has appeared. The 
title of the 32 page brochure is ‘‘A Federal Library 

and Federal Library Aid” published in 1935. 

In his own presidency the most notable accomplish- 
ment was the raising of $88,438.26 for the 5 ten 
Development Fund. The goal was $105,000 and to 
a thatamount so nearly was truly remarkable. 

itz was Chairman of the Library Development Fund 
Campaign and it happened that I was Vice Chairman. 
Once again I had the privilege of watching him in his 
effective though always tactful way bring this effort 
to a successful conclusion. The object of the fund was 
to make provision for an A.L.A. representative at 
Washington. This objective had been dear to the 
hearts of many of us for years. I attended the meetings 
of the Library Development Committee and meetings 
of the state tatives in the campaign. At all 
times Vitz was the leader and the moving spirit. Paul 
Howard was the first A.L.A. representative in Wash- 
ington and the fund of $88,000 was sufficient to pay 
his salary and other expenditures of the office for four 
years. e other most important event during Mr. 
Vitz’s presidency was the appointment of Dr. Luther 
H. Evans as Librarian of Congress. As President of 
the A.L.A. he recommended to President Truman 
three librarians including Dr. Evans. All three were 
fully qualified for the position. The wise steps which 
he took are succinctly related on page 252 of the July, 
1945, A.L.A. Bulletin.

Perhaps here is the proper place to record the per- 
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sonal and professional life of Carl Vitz. He was born 
on June 3, 1883, in St. Paul, Minnesota, the son of 
The Reverend Martin Vitz, D.D., and Mary Engeler 
Vitz. He was married on August 22, 1910, to Ruth 
Van Aernam, Mrs. Vitz died in 1932 leaving 5 
children, 3 sons and 2 daughters. One son Richard 
died in World War II. Carl married Alda Clayton 
July 7, 1934, and they have 4 sons. 

In attempting to bring to life the personality of 
Carl Vitz I w of no better way than to quote from 
a paper on William Howard Brett which he gave at 
the Round Table of the 1950 A.L.A. Con- 
ference. What one man admires in another man is an 
index to his own character. 

At the outset we must stress Mr. Brett's originality 
and creativeness. Strange as it may seem, Mr, Brett 
did not think of himself as an inventor, originator, or 
creator. He was not interested in doing anything 
just to be different, or to be first, or to attract atten- 
tion to himself or to his lib: . He was a modest 
man, in a very full sense of t term. He freely 

ed from others and freely shared. To him the 
important sya was to better library service in his 
community. a to doa 
task better, he sought it out. tly he ques- 
tioned others about what they were doing. When he 

did find and use an idea, he was always generous in 

giving credit, forgetful of the touch of genius, which 

he so often gave to it in the using. For him borrow- 
ing was not mere copying. His imaginative mind and 
his practical common sense made of it something that 


was better. 
Words, moving and enlightening as they often can 


be, are none-the-less feeble things with which to re- 


are gathered, Eastman's excellent 

volume, “Portrait of a Librarian: William H. Brett,” 

tributes from many who knew him.

The offices and chairmanships of committees which 
Vitz has held in the A.L.A. and in state library asso- 
ciations would make an amazing record. ention 
however should be made of the fact that he was the 
first President of the Public Libraries Division of the 
A.L.A. in the year 1946-1947. He with Dr. Arthur 
E. Bostwick, made a survey of the St. Paul Public 
Library in 1929. 

Carl Vitz was appointed Librarian of the Cincinnati 
Public Library in january, 1946. His crowning work 
culminated fittingly toward the end of his remarkable 
career in the planning of the new Cincinnati Public 
Library building which was opened to the public on 

anuary 31, 1955; officially on February 12, 1955. 

hat he was exceptionally well qualified to plan this 
building is indicated by the following extensive 
experience:

t, 1954. From morning till evening we talked 

and much of the time was used in his showing me the 
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new building of which quite rightly he is inordinately 
ud. In his first conference with the architects 
itz told them that what he wanted was a large de- 
partment store building adjusted to public library 
use, and what Cincinnati now has is exactly that. His 
article entitled “Pleasantly Functional” in the Decem- 
ber 15, 1954, Library Journal describes the build- 
ing (the approximate cost of which was $4,670,000) 
in the greatest detail. This library, designed for 
utility and beauty, will stand as a permanent and 
most fitting monument to Carl Vitz. 


With his busy professional life Mr. Vitz has found 
time to take part in yer intellectual and civic activi- 
ties of the arg y ? He has been active in the Ohio 
Philosophical and Historical Society, Cincinnati's 
Citizenship Council, Rotary Club, Torch Club, and is 
a trustee of the na Library. Of especial interest 
to him is the Literary Club founded in Cincinnati in 
1849, one of the oldest organizations of its kind in the 
country. Two of several delightful papers which he 
allowed me to see are ‘‘Though Writ but Small: A 
Literary Club paper on Henry Howe,” which he read 
before the Literary Club in 1949; ‘and “Henry F. 
Farny and the McGuffey Readers” published in the 
April, 1954, Bulletin of the Historical and Philosophi- 
cal Society of Ohio. This paper was read before the 
Literary Club on September 23, 1953. Vitz says “I 
am not a real hobbyist. I don’t want to know too 
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much or be too thorough on anything.” However, he 
enjoys gardening and stamp collecting. 

At the meeting of the A.L.A. on June 30, 1953, eset 
Vitz was presented the Lippincott Award by J 
Lippincott, Jr. In making the presentalion, 
ne tt stated in part ‘“‘He has pioneered in oi 

ps eg with vigor and foresight and has 
throughout these many years, true to his duty, helped 
raise the standard of librarianship to its present lofty 
position in American life.” In June, 1954, he received 
a Doctor of Letters from Western 
University. 

Within a few months Carl Vitz will retire as Director 
of the Cincinnati Public Library. No more fitti 
words can be used to close this sketch than those o 
Ernest I. Miller, Associate Director of the Cincinnati 
Public Library who will succeed him as Director:

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GEORGE EDWARD WOODBERRY 
A BIBLIOGRAPHY

Two earlier bibliographies! of George Edward Woodberry have gradually become obsolete because nu- 
merous unidentified writings by him have subsequently been discovered and because allusions to him continue 
to be made in critical works. They are also deficient in their listings of reprints and reviews of his works 
— Woodberry himself collaborated on the earlier listing). Certain errors? also crept into the earlier 

tings. 

The most important group of writings here added to the Woodberry canon are his anonymous contributions 
to The Nation. e present listing is based in part on the master file of The Nation, preserved in that maga- 
zine’s offices. The marginal annotations in that file are far from complete; whole years are unmarked. Another 
source is W. P. Garrison’s account books, preserved in the New York Public Library, listing contributions in 
Vols. 17-32 and 72-82. These sources are already admirably summarized in Mr. Daniel C. Haskell’s authorita- 
tive bibliography of The Nation’. 


The sources for identifying writings in The Nation between June, 1881, aud Jate, 1901, are far from 
adequate. All evidence indicates that from 1881 to 1893 Woodberry contributed regularly to the magazine, 
and that from 1893 to 1901 he contributed sporadically to it. The writings that can be attributed to him 
with any certainty are manifestly only a small fraction of his total contributions. Garrison’s letters make 
clear that from 1884 until some time in 1893 Woodberry regularly wrote the notices of monthly magazines 
for The Nation‘ except when he was abroad$ In 1893, as these letters show, the magazines were taken over by 
George Rice Carpenter. No notices of magazines, however, are attributed to Woodberry in the present 
bibliography, except for pieces specifically mentioned in Woodberry’s correspondence. 


This listing attributes to Woodberry 103 articles and parts of articles not attributed to any author in any 
existing index or bibliography. The present bibliogra phy. therefore, constitutes a small further step in the 
effort, already carried so far by Mr. Haskell, to clear up the details of The Nation’s history. 


Garrison's letters to Woodberry, preserved in the Harvard University Library, frequently acknowledge 
receipt or report publication of pieces in The Nation. Other letters in Woodberry’s correspondence contain 
comments by others which Woodberry evidently knew were relevant to his publications. icles identified 
by such correspondence are here followed by the letter “C."" The Harvard files also contain various letters 
evidently forwarded by Garrison to Woodberry, commenting on various pieces not mentioned in any Garrison 
letters. Other Garrison letters merely suggest or allude to pieces which eventually appeared. Articles tenta- 
tively identified by letters of the latter two classes are followed by the letters “C” and ““X.” Still more articles 
can be attributed to Woodberry because they are reprinted under other titles in his later collections of his 
essays, without acknowledgement of the earlier publication. All of Woodberry’s poems published separately 
are followed in this emery by the letter ‘‘P.” All anonymous writings are followed by the letter ‘‘A,”’ 
as well as by “C” and “X” when appropriate. Individual paragraphs in The Nation not having separate titles 
are followed by brief identifying notes. Similar explanatory notes follow listings of reviews. 


Most of Woodberry’s books include poems and essays previously published separately or in periodicals. 
poems and essays have been indexed once only, as of their first appearance. Reprintings of them are 
listed in full under these original entries. The tables of contents of Woodberry’s volumes of collected poems 
and collected essays therefore list only writings not previously published. Books in which Woodberry’s 
writings were _ have been listed with short titles where appropriate, and the names of publishers have 
been omitted. iews of his books are listed with the volume, year, and page, but not the date, of the period- 
ical in which each appeared. 
Unpublished letters and some other manuscripts are not included. A finding list of Woodberry manu- 
scripts is already available®
